When using a_ knife, 
choose the proper one for 
the job, and always cut 
away from yourself, Store 
knives in drawers or on 


wallracks with handles

A common injury is cut- 
ting a finger wh

them, 

If grease or fat catches 
fire, smother it at once 
with a metal cover or pour 
lots of salt or baking pow~ 
der over the flame, Never 
use water on a grease fire 
because it will spread the 
fire,

in a handy place near the 
kitchen in case of an emer- 
gency,

LAWN WORMS 

During the past week I 
have had a dozen calls ask- 
‘ng for information on con- 

olling army worms in 

wns. Several materials 
will give good control, but 
probably the safest one iS 
Sevin, Use this at the rate 
‘of 10 to 20 pounds of 10% 
dust per acre, A pound 
or two is enough for the 
average lawn, 20% Toxa- 
fAene dust at the same 
rate is also effective. 

I have also noticed a few 
St. Augustine lawns where 
the chinch bugs are doing 
damage. A lot of times 
you can detect chinch bug 
damage by noticing that 
there are dead areas of 
grass right next to greer 
areas, The chinch bug is 
black and- about a fifth-of 
an inch long, Call me for 
control recommendations 
if you have trouble, 


DIGGING DATES 

The Anderson Brothers 
in Opp tell me that Coffee 
County folks, especially 
those in the western part of 
the county, dig peanuts too 
early.’ I hope we won’t 
make that mistake this 
year, 

We have a chart showing 
the average digging dates 
by varieties, For example, 
Spanish peanuts planted on 
April 15, should be dug on 
August 12, Early Runners, 
Florigiant and Florrunners 
planted April 15 should be 
dug August 27, However, 
digging dates vary from 
farm to farm, field to field 
and from year to year, It 
depends on the condition of 
the vines and degree of 
maturity, I certainly hope 
all Coffee County farmers 
will examine their peanuts 
carefully and dig at thetime 
of maximum yields, wea- 
ther permitting,

From “*COFFEE GROUNDS” History of Coffee County by Fred Watson 


In 1852 the citizens of 
Elba were well pleased 
over the selection of their 
town as the county seat, A 
mass meeting was heldand

The title to the court- 
house and jail were con- 
veyed to the county on 
September 12, 1853, It is 
interesting to note that the 
courthouse has remained 
on the same square in Elba 
since that time, 

Elba had its economic 
beginning with the estab- 
lishment of a ferry across 
Pea River between what is 
now Claxton and Polk 
streets, The ferry was es- 
tablished by a Mr. Malone, 
The exact date of the build- 
ing of the ferry is not 
Known, but it is believed 
to be in the early 1830's, 

The land on which Elbais 
located was entered by Ep- 
hraim King on February 17, 
1836, About the year 1840, 
King sold his holdings to 
John B, Simmons and his 
brother-in-law, Gappa T. 
Yelverton, Simmons and 
Yelverton organized the 
Simmons Merchantile Co.,, 
which was the first store 
in Elba, For many years, 
the post office was located 
in their store building, and 
Mr. Simmons served as 
post master. They called 
the town “‘Bentonyille,’’ in 
honor of Colonel Thomas 
Hart Benton, Senator form 
Missouri, who won the 
favor of Alabama in the 
Creek War of 1813-14, ser- 
ving in Alabama and com- 
manding Fort Montgomery, 

With the growth of the 
town, the citizens of Ben- 
tonville thought the new 
name should be changed to 
one more fitting for a thriy- 
ing community, The name 
was changed in 1846 by 
placing different names in

kinson, as well as Court 
and Polk streets, runnorth 
and south, Davis, Collier, 
Simmons and Buford 
streets run east and west, 
In 1853, an election was 
held and the people voted 
to incorporate the town, but 
according to the recordsin 
the courthouse at Elba, the 
town was not officially in- 
corporated until 1893, 

From 1841 to 1868 the 
Coffee County boundry line 
extended tothe line of Flor- 
ida, The towns of Geneva 
and Samson were in Coffee 
County during this time, In 
1868 when Geneva County 
was formed, Coffee County 
lost the sourthern portion 
of the county, which went 
into Geneva County,

Health Department To 
Launch Measle War 


Following the last ru- 
bella (German measles) 
epidemic in 1964 and 1965, 
20,000 babies were born 
with severe defects such 
as loss of hearing, eye 
cataracts, heart abnorma- 
lities, and mental retard- 
ation, Some of the babies 
had two or more of these 
defects, Thirty thousand 
miscarriages and _ still- 
births were also attributed 
to this national German 
measles epidemic, 

Dr. C, D, Mcleod, Cof- 
fee County Health Officer, 
announced that on June 9, 
1969, a vaccine against 
German measles was lic- 
ensed. He pointed out that 
it is now possible to wipe 
out German measles, thus 
eliminating the tragedies 
caused by the disease. 

The Coffee County Health 
Department, in cooperation 
with the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Health, is 
initiating plans to conduct 
a county - wide German 


measles vaccination pro- 
gram, Coffee County will 
be the seventh county in 
Alabama and among the 
first in the nation to have 
a mass immunization pro- 
gram against rubella. 

The one - shot vaccine 
has been thoroughly tested 
by the manufacturers and 
the U, §S, Public Health 
Service, It has been found 
to be highly effective and 
virtually free of side ef- 
fects, 

Dr. Mcleod exphasized 
that children from theages 
of one through eleven 
should receive the rubella 
vaccine even if parents be- 
lieve they have had the 
disease, Symptoms of ru- 
bella are similar to se- 
veral other childhood di- 
seases, and a laboratory 
test is required to make 
a positive diagnosis of ru- 
bella, The vaccine should 
not be administered to a

James Monroe, 26, who | 
has been charged with the | 
slaying of Miss Linda Ann | 


Harden of Elba was indict- 


ed for first degree mur- | 


der by the Coffee County | 
Grand Jury last Thursday 


in Elba. 

Monroe was arrested 
early Friday morning, Sep- 
tember 4th at the home of 
his father-in-law in Brun~ 
didge in connection with 
the death of Miss Harden, 
age 20, whose body was 
found in a weed patch about 
six miles from where the 


death occurred, accord- 
ing to Coffee County Sher- 
iff H, D, Tillman, 

Sheriff Tillman said 
Monroe will be arrainged 
before Circuit Judge Riley 
P, Green on September 23, 
Two attorneys have been 
appointed by Circuit Judge 
Eris Paul to represent 
Monroe, 

Monroe of West Virginia 
had recently started to 
work with the state on a 
black top crew at Camp 
Elba, When hewasarrest- 
ed investigators noted that 
his car was heavily blood- 
spattered and his hands 
were heavily cut, 

Sheriff Tillman said the 
investigation showed that 
Miss Harden, a licensed 
practical nursing student 
at MacArthur Technical In- 
stitute at Opp, was at a 
night spot Thursday night, 
September 3 with some 
college friends, Monroe 
was also there, the inves- 
tigators were told, and he 
attempted to dance with the 
young lady two or three 
times, and she refused, 

Officers were told that 
Monroe left about the time 
that Miss Harden left for 
home, About ten miles 
away from the nightspot 
Miss Harden’s car was for- 
ced from the road, the 
sheriff said. The doors 


were locked but the dri- 
ver’s window had been 
smashed, 

Apparently after being 


pulled from the car through 
the broken window and 
beaten severely about the 
head and hody, the girlwas 
then placed in another car 
and driven to the weed 
patch, Investigators said 
the girl had been struck 
with a soft drink bottle as 
well as with some other 
object.

Bus Wrecks 
Tuesday Morning 


An Elba High School bus, 
driven by Eddie Pope, 
turned over 2 1/2 times
